He cannot tell how much
the robbers got, but it s probable  Lhey
cleaned out the pxpress car, as thoy had
their own way when he left, He sald that
Engineor Thomas was badly hurt, as well
ng the fireman, and Dr. Ainsworlth, the coms
pany's surgeon here, left on a light englonp
for the scene,  Foster could not tall whother
any passengers wera hurt, but thought they
were only badly shalken up.

The
raflroads and other private Interests rotain
the ublest lnwyoers in the country, but such
speclal counsel as is retained by the govern-
ment must be brought within a rate which
fow lawyers of gtanding wil accept,

While Mr. Miller was attorney general the
fund for employing speclal counsel wns $16,-
M) annually, It was reduced to $20,000 last

The attorney general f2 obliged
to spread this $20,000 over the ontire country
and through the entlre year. It has
